CALLS SPECIAL SESSION.

Just Frelght Rates and Constitutional
Changes to be Subjects Before
Extraordinary Legislative
Session.

Raleigh, July 18.—A proelamation
was issued this afternoon by Gover-
nor Craig for the General Assembly
to convene in extraordinary session
September 24th, the session having
a constitutional limitation of 20 days.

The proclamation declares the spe-
cial session to be for the following
specific purposes:

“First, to provide for the people
of North Carolina jus. iransporta-
rates and adjust the relations and
obligations between the State of
North Carolina and the railroads op-
erating within the territory of this
Stafe.

““Second, to receive the report of
the Constitutional Commission and
to consider the submission to the
people of amendments to the Consti-
tution.”

Speaking of the call for the Legis-
lature, Governor Craig said:

“The last Legislature passed a
resolution providing for an extra
session of the General Assembly in
order that amendments to the Con-
stitution might be submitted to the
people. The General Assembly cre-
ated a commission to prepare such
amendments and report them to the
Governor. This commission has com-

of the Legislature is therefore ne-
cessary. '
“The negotiations hetween the
representatives of the railroads and
Corporation Commission have not in
my opinion resulted in any under-
standing sufficiently definite to delay
the call for the extra session. Their
negotiations will not be interfered
with by this call, and before the
meeting of the General Assembly of
September 24th, there is ample time
in which to arrive at an agreement.
I earnestly hope that there will be
an amicable adjustment of our diff-
erences with the railroads.

An Enormous Work.

The total number of animals in-
spected in the 790 slaughtering and
processing establishments under fed-
eral inspection in 226 cities and
towns in 1912 was 57,628,491. This
is nearly a 5,000,000 increase over
the figures for the fiscal year 1911.
Of the animals inspected in 1912 cat-
tle numbered 7,245,585; calves, 2,-
277,954; sheep 14,979,354 goats,
72,871, and hogs 33,052,727.

In addition to this enormous work
on the part of the Bureau of Ani-
mal Industry, that service also con-
demned nearly 18,000,000 pounds of
prepared meats and meat products
because they had become unwhole-
some subsequent to the first inspec-
tion.

If we can once produce more feed
than livestock already in the South
can consume then there will be some
prospect for largely inereasing our
livestock production but as long as
practically every Southern State
buys feed for livestock those who
produce more feed than they need
at home will believe it is more pro-
fitable to sell it than to feed it to

livestock. We must produce the

livestock feeds produced by our eci-
ties and towns and absolutely cease
buying hay and corn from the North-
ern States before livestock raising
will be very largely increased. We
do not need more livestock to con-
sume the feed produce onour farms
but we need more feeds grown on
our farms to increase soil fertility.
—The Progressive Farmer.

It will pay the farmer to plant a
patch of sorghum or late corn to
feed the cows if the pastures dry up
next fall; and-on every farm there
should be coming on cowpeas, soy
beans, peanuts, sweet potatoes or
other pasture crops to fatten the pigs.
Hog will seldom get fat on grass
alone; they need more nutritious
and more succulent feeds than the
grasses of late summer and fall.
